Study of Navy Yard Management. 


Iirits navy yards, the United States has eight industrial 


plants susceptible of development to an almost unlimited de- 
gree 
The yards at New York, Boston, Norfolk, Va., Ports- 


mouth, N. H., Philadelphia, Mare Island, Cal., Washington, 
D. C.,,,and Bremerton, Wash., need only to be equipped o 
the standard of efficiency obtaining in the best of private 
plants to be capable of entering upon all kinds of naval con- 
struction. Some of the yards are so equipped now, so far as 
machinery is concerned, and naval constructors of the highest 
ability are within the reach of all, but the general manage- 
ment is such that the personnel, and, consequently the capac- 
ity of these institutions, fall below the mark set by the great 
private shipyards of the world. 


Secretary Daniels has advised the House naval aflairs com- 


mittee atWashington that he intends during the coming sum- 
mer and fall to institute a thorough study of navy yard man- 
agement in the United States, and on the strength of the facts 
obtained through this study to make certain recommendations 
to Congress in his annual report next December. 
It is be- 


lieved that he will favor a separation of the military from the 
industrial branch, detailing as commandant a line officer of 
the usual rank, and assigning to duty at the head of the indus- 
trial plant in each yard an officer who may be oHine or staff, 
and chosen from any grade, the main consideration being in- 
dividual qualification. 


the question of discontinuing some of the navy yards has 


been seriously considered by successive administrations of the 
navy department in recent years. At intervals the conduct 
of some of them has been little more tha nperfunctory. Work 
that might have gone to them has gone to contractors instead 
The civil populations dependent directly oi; indirectly upor 
their activity have been kept more or less in suspense fron 
one appropriation to another, and if this system of dealing 
with the yards were to be carried on indefinitely, perhaps thei- 
suspension would be better for all parlies concerned. 


It is reasonable, however, to anticipate that the promised 


study of the navy yards will show how these establishments 
can and should be made regularly and permanently useful to 
the government. 
It is the policy of the present secretary to 


keep the yards going at maximum capacity, and we are told 
this policy is to be adhered to in the future "even if it should 
be necessary to reduce the amount of work done under con- 
tract." In the interest alike of economy and efficiency in ad- 
vance of the' proposed study, it would seem that the depart- 
ment should bring the navy yard equ]pnieiit,;ih men as well 
as machinery, up to" the point where .contract work would be 
a secondary consideration. And then keep it-there.—Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. 


By the above it-is seen that the Portsmouth yard is fast gain- 


ing the position in the naval world that it richly deserves. The 
citizens:of Portsmouth and the towns across the river can well 
feel pleased when the local yard is placed on a similar fooling 
witli the New'York and other great navy yards of the country.
